sachusetts, Lamarof Mississippi, and 
Bobbins of North Carolina. 
This 


•was the first time Mr. Thompson had 
Addressed the House. He is the suc- 
cessor of Ben Butler, and there was 
naturally curiosity" as to how be 
•would acquit himself. 
His speech 


at once put him in the front rank. 
Maine, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina, Louisiana, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Nevada and Nebraska 
voted solid for the bill. 
West Vir- 


ginia is the only State that went 
solidly against it. It is not too much 
to say that the celebration of the 
hundredth birthday of our country's 
independence will be the greatest 
pacific event of the century. Com- 
pared with the Exposition of 1876, 
that of England in 1851 and of Paris 
in 1861 will appear dwarfed and in- 
significant. 
This will not be so 


much on account of the grandeur of 
the scale on which the undertaking 
•will be carried out as by reason of 
the recollections that will cluster 
around the centennial festival, the 
permanent harmony to which it will 
give rise, and the far reaching good 
•which it will accomplish. 
It will 


not be merely a cordial renewal and 
continuance of friendship between 
the old world and the new—for that 
great physician, Time, has healed 
the wounds and allayed the heart- 
burnings which were caused by 
•wrenching America from England— 
but it will operate as a magical pacifi- 
cator between the North and the 
South, and will lastingly cement the 
bonds of brotherhood, and union 
from end to end of this great Bepub 
lie. If the South committed a griev- 
ous error, the North will be free to 
admit that it was not entirely with- 
out blame; mutual condonation will 
accompany mutual confession, and 
both will cheerfully allow that they 
are wiser than they were a decade 
and a lustrum ago. The pleasing 
promise is that we shall be more 
united than ever. Let us remember, 
too, by way both of instruction and 
warning, since we have started in 
•our race of freedom, civil broils and 
external warfare have so disrupted 
Europe that, with the exception of 
England and Austria, und only par 
tially the lutter, not one of its natinn 
alitios remains as iutact as it was 
an hundred years ago. Even the 
Papacy, which, as a temporal power, 
stood for nearly eleven centuries, has 
ceased to be such, much less remain 
ing what it once was—a dictator to 
the kings of the earth, nnd _tho nrbi 
ter of nations' destinies.' 
While, 


therefore, the major part of Europe 
has fallen away from its original na 
iional greatness, America has gone 
on acquiring strength, and, if she 
only be true to herself, her present 
power vast as it is compared to wbal 
it will be when our descendants shall 
celebrate the second centennial, may 
bn likened to an infant beside a Her- 
cules. 


For the first time in the history of

Argument on Pacific Railroad*. 


The Senate Committee on Pacific 


Railroads met Tuesday evening to 
hear parties representing the Texas 
and Pacific Railroad on the one hand 
and the Central and Southern Pacific 
of California on the other, -«n the 
question of completing the thirty- 
seuend parallel line to the Pacific 
Coast, Colonel Thomas A. Scott ex- 
plained fully the provisions of the 
Texas-Pacific bill, showing howcom- 
pletelv the Government would be 
secured in the proposed indorsement 
of interest on its bonds, not only by 
earnings of the line but by the pro- 
ceeds of sale of land and the reserva- 
tion of at least $7,000 of bonds per 
mile in the Treasury of th« United 
States. He spoke of the vital neces- 
sity to the Pacific coast of a compet- 
ing line and showed how enormously 
frieghts had been advanced immedi- 
ately after the adjournment of the 
last Congress and the acquisition of 
the Mail Steamship line by the pres- 
ent Pacific routes. 
He dwelt em- 


phatically upon the necessity of com- 
petition, not only to the coast, but to 
the entire commonwealth, and called 
to mind that under the present law 
the Government could not control 
the rates on the Central Pacific Rail- 
road until it had earned 10 per cent, 
on its capital, cne hundred and fifty 
million dollars. He contended that 
lie praitically only wanted to regu- 
late the rates and give the merchants 
of California fair and reasonable rates 
t>v the building of this Texas and Pa- 
cific line. 


Mr. Huntington on behalf of the 


Southern Paoitio and Central Pacific 
Followed. He claimed that the pur- 
lies who built the original thirty-one 
Biles of that road had done so out of 
their own pockets, and had only re- 
ceived 13 per cent, on their invest- 
ment for fourteen years; but be did 
not state what per contugo had been 
received from the construction of the 
balance of the roud. 
Huntington 


claimed that the Texas-Pacific having 
failed to build the number of miles 
specified in its charter within the 
time then luid down, had forfeited 
its land grant; that Congress bod the 
right to give to the Southern Pacific 
road, who were now building east to- 
ward Fort Yuraa, and would even- 
tunlly build to the boundary line of 
Texas. 
He explained Mr. Scott's 


statement, that the Central Pacific 
lad paid for the rails of the Southern 
Pacific Company, by alleging that it 
was impossible to keep the rails of 
the two Companies distinct, and they 
were on very neighborly terms. They 
were glad to oblige each other by 
lending to each other just as the 
emergency might require, and stated 
;hut it was in this way the Central 
Pacific had paid for a portion of the 
Southern Pacific rails. 


Huntington was followed bv Judge 


Kenuard of New Orleans, who male 
an sxceedingly forcible address, the 
naiu points of which was that the 
iouth looked upon the building of 
;he Texas-Pacific road as of tmien 
more importance than any political 
measure, and that, having curefuny 
examined Huntington's bill, he was 
authorized to state that they should 
prefer to do without a road rather 
;han accept it upon iTiintington's 
;erms. He claimed Unit there was 


constitutional power to prevent 


;he Government from extending the 
aid desired; but the question above 
and beyond all constitutional law was 
whether the Government, having 
:>ower to create an evil, could then 
my it was impotent to correct it. He

RAYMOND & EDT MINE.—The fifth 


annual meeting of the stock-holders

liquidated balance carried over into 
the current year amounts to $109,500. 
There ia evidently considerable work 
yet to be done before the mine c»n 
pay dividends.

But

until justice is satisfied. The Presi- 
dent, has said, "Let no guilty man 
escape," and Secretary Bristow is 
determined, so far as human foresight 
and courage cnn avail, to carry out 
this order both in spirit and in letter.
